L. Is God bouud to give all Men his Grace, 
to have it in their Power to merit Glory? 

D. No; 'tis a Point of Faith to believe 
Predeſtination to Grace a meer Free-gitr. 
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L. And does God alſo Predeſtinate the 
Elect to Glory gratis? | 
D. The Church hitherto has decided no 
thing as to this Point; and ſeveral Divine: 
teach, that God only Predeſtinates the Eled 
to Glory, in conſequence of their Merit 
acquir'd by Grace. 


The Meaning of Grace, and what are tht 
Hereſies relating to it. 


L. What is meant by Grace? | 
D. AQual and Interior Grace, which we 
ſpeak of at preſent, conſiſts in thoſe Super 
natural Lights and Motions which the Hoh 
Ghoſt produces in us, whereby we are 
enabled to do good AQtions in order to Sal 
vation. | 
L. Can we do no good Action in orde 
to Salvation without Grice? - 

D. It is a Point of Faith decided againſt 
the Pelagians, that Grace is abſolutely ne 
ceſlary to do any meritorious Action in orde 
to Salvation. | | 

L. But can't a Man of himſelf form one 
pious Defire, which may deſerve that Grace 
ſhould be granted him? 

D. Even this pious Deſire cannot b 
form'd without Grace; and to ſay the con: 
trary, is the Error of the Semipelagians.

L. Calviniſts and Lutherans being cut off 
rom the Church, we are under no Appre- 
enſions from their Hereſies; but if thee be 
uch a thing as Fanſeniſm, it lurks amongſt 
s, and it is material to know what Symp- 
ons belong to it: Tell me then preciſely in 
hat does Fanſeniſm confilt?

D. 'Tis an Heretical Doctrine, contain'd 
n a Book, call'd Azgz/tinas, whoſe Author 
was Fanſenims. 

L. Who was Fanſenins? 

D. A Fleming, Doctor of Lovain, and 
nominated by Spain to the Biſhoprick of 
Dres, upon writing a Book, call'd Mars 
rallicas, a Work very injurious to France, 
ind particularly refleQing on their Kings. 

n one} TL. What is the evil DoQrine, (you ſay ) 
GracFrontain'd in Janſenius's Book? 5 

D. Tis as follows, in Five Propoſitions 
aken out of it, a 
iſt Propoſition. Some of God's Com- 
andments are impoſſible to juſt Perſons, 
oncerwho defire and endeavour to keep them; and 

T hatfhat Grace is wanting, by which they be- 
nd nome poſſible to be kept. 
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2d Propoſition. In the State of corrup- 
| _ Nature, interior Grace is never reli-J 
i ed. 
3d Propoſition. To metit and demerit, 
in the State of corrupted Nature, we do not 
ſtand in need of Liberty, free from a neceſ- 
ſity to AQ; but 'tis enough that it be free 
from Conſtraint. | 
4th Propoſition. The Semipelagians ad- 
mitted the neceſſity of an interior prevent: 
ing Grace for every Action in particular, even 
choſe required to the firſt AQ of Faith; and 
| they were therefore Hereticks, for that they 
= pretended this Grace to be of ſuch a Nature, 
that the Will had Power either to reſiſt or 
| conſent to it. | 
i $th Propoſition. *Tis one of the Smipe- 
lagians Errors to ſay, that Jeſus Chriſt died, 
il or ſhed his Blood for all Men without ex- 
it ception. 
3 L. Are theſe Propoſitions really in Jauſe -

D. The firſt is there in expreſs Terms“, 
and the plain Meaning of the other four; all 
of them are fo diffus'd thro' the Author's} 
whole Syſtem of Divinity upon Predeſiinatio 
and Grace, that to uſe the learned Mr. Bo/- 
ſuet, Biſhop of Meanux's Expreſſion, Put bai 
that Auguſtinus in an Alembick, and you'll Ex- 
| tract nuthing elſe but the five Puri 
| | any,

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Janſcnius's true Syſtem of Predeſtination 


and Grace. 


L. Tell me in few Words Janſenius's 
Syſtem upon Predeſtination and Grace. 

D. Since Adam's Fall, God's Grace is al- 
ways efficacious and cannot be reſiſted, but 
has certainly the Effect for which it is given: 
Hence a Perſan finning, tho' antecedently 
Juſt, has not /xfficient Grace to-preſerve him 
from the Sin he is going to commit. Hence 
a Perſon ſins and deferves even Hell it ſeif, 
at the ſame time that he is neceſſitated to do 
Evil, Hence aPerſon incurring Damuation, 
has not a poſſibility of being ſav'd, and con- 
ſequently Jeſus Chriſt did not die for his Sal- 
vation, This is plainly the Senſe of the five 
Propoſitions, and the whole Syftem of Far- 


ſenius. 


IL. Is it very certain that this is his Do- 
ctrine? 

D. Every one that has Eyes may be con- 
vinc'd of it, if they will but read the f Ex- 
tracts of his Book that were made upon this 
Occaſion, and appear in ſeveral Works that

Doctrine is evidently the ſame, that was main- 
tain'd in ſeveial Books publiſh'd by Janſe- 


nius's Defenders in favour of the Propoliti- 
ons, before they were condemn'd. The Plan 
we have juſt now given of his Syſtem is evi- 


dently the ſame that they then gave us of it. 


See for this Purpoſe the firſt of the [//uſtra- 
tions upon this Matter, at the End of the Hi. 
ſtory of the five Propoſitions, and the Letter 
of a certain Doctyur concerning the FTereſie 
of the 17th Century. | 

L. Januſenius's Diſciples have ſince per- 
chance form'd a new Idea of his Doctrine? 

D. No, they have ſince taught the ſame 
exactly, as above deſcrib d; they taught it in 
the Miroir de la Piet“ chretienne, in the Me- 
ditations Chretiennes, in the Expoſition de la 
Foy, in the Defenſe de P Eghſe Romaine con- 
tre les Calomnies des Proteſtans, and in ſeve- 
ral other Works of theirs. Beſides, tis with 
great Aſſurance that they boaſt of never 
changing their Opinions; notwithſtanding, 
ſince the Condemnation of the five Propoft- 


#1635, their common Induſtry has been to 


diſguiſe their Doctrine, and an Affectation 
to make it paſs promiſcuouſly with that of 
the Thomiſts, whom they publickly made a 
Jeſt of, in their firſt Provincial Letters. 
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iti- 70e E. between the Thomiſts 
and Janſeniſts upon the Subject of 
Grace. 


L. Is there a very wide Difference be- 
tween the Fanſeniſts and Thomiſts in their 
(Opinions about Grace? 

D. There is an Eſſential Difference; for 
firſt, the Scholars of St. Thomas admit of 
Self-efficacious Grace, both before and after 
the Sin of Adam; in the State of Inno— 
me cence, as well as of Nature fince its Fall; 
whereas iHe Diſciples of Janſenius admit of 
Grace always efficacious, only ſince our 
Nature was corrupted by the Sin of A- 
cone Baan. 725 
Ve 24ly, The Thomiſts admitting Self effica- 
Ccious Grace, ſuch as they ſay is requiſite to 
do good AQions, maintain that this Grace 
ling, does not lay any Neceſſity upon the Will; 
paſi-Ibut that it may be reſiſted. On the contrary, 
1 to anſenius's Diſciples affirm, that ſince A- 
dam's Fall, Man not only does never reſiſt 
Grace, but that he has it not in his Power to 
de à Nre(i it. : | 

In ſhort, the Thomiſts, beſides their Self- 
eficacious Grace, admit of another Grace, 
they call ſufficient ; whereby a Man, accora- 
ing to them, has a real Power to do the good 

The actions, which he does not, aud Which 
Power is rendered fruitiels thro? the meer 
fault of the Will, that rejeQs it. a 

Rs Ditci- 
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Diſciples turn -into ridicule this ſufficient 
Grace of the Thomifs, and allow of no 
Grace * but what is efficacious and over- 
ruling: Such, in ſhort, as is impoſſible to be 
relilted. 8 
[ L. I have heard a Janſeniſt ſay People 
F impoſed upon 'em on this Point, for that 
ö they admitted two ſorts of Grace, 
D. 'Tis true, that beſides this Victorious 
Grace, which compels them to do good A- 
ctions; they admit of a Grace in its Nature 
4 more weak, which thfough the Reſiſtance 
j of the Will, produces only imperfect De- 
þ fires of doing good Actions; but this more 
. feeble Grace which they allow of, is ſo far 
1 efficacious and over-ruling, that it always 
of has the effect for which it is given; it al- 
| ways operates to the full extent of its 
| Strength, and never gives any Power to do 
i more than is actually done by it, Whereas 
i the Thomiſts ſufficient Grace, according to 
thoſe Divines, gives a real Power to do 
j the good Actions which they leave undone, 
| and ſhews the Will to which the Sufficient 
. Grace is given, to be teally to blame for the 
Omiſſion. Accordingly Man, in the Syſtem 
of the Thomiſts, having real Aſſiſtance ſuffi- 
cient to enable him not ta Sin, can blame 
himſelf only when he does Sin; on the o- 
ther ſide, in the Syſtem of Janſenius, the

The ftrange Doctrine of Janſenius about 


Grace. 


L. It muſt be owned this DoQrine is a- 
bominable. „ 

D. Accordingly FJanſeniuf's Diſciples endea- 
vour ſometimes to diſguiſe it, by ſaying, that 
Man when he Sins, has the Power not to 
Sin; but in their Diale& this ſignifies no 
more, than that the Sinner may receive from 
God ſuch powerful Grace, as will preſerve 
him from Sin, as a Perſon in Chains has 
Power to run, becauſe his Chains may be 
taken off. . 

IL. Peradventurea Sinner may, if he pleaſes, 
obtain this ViAtorious Grace to preſerve him 
from Sin, by begging it of God Almighty, 

D. Tis true, indeed, that God never re- 
fuſes Grace to them that ask it, as they 
ought ; but to ask it as they ought, the 
Grace of Prayer is neceſſaty, and the Grace 
of Prayer is not given to them that do 
not pray. For all Grace being victorious, 
if they had the Grace of Prayer, they 
would effectually pray. A Perſon then. that 
Sins has neither the neceſſary Grace to ena- 
ble him not to Sin; nor the neceſſary Grace 
to enable him to pray. 

L. If a Sinner thus does evil thro' Neceſ- 
ſity, he does it withour Liberty, and conſe- 
quently dues not Sin, 

| : | 2. Fay 
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D. Janſenius pretends that a Perſon may 
aQ thro' Neceſſity, and yet may act freely, as 
far as is tequiſite, to merit by doing well, 
or demerit by doing ill; and this is plainly 
aſſerted in a hundred places of his Book, of 
o_ the third Propofition is but the Ab- 

raQ. 


Notwithſtanding, to diſguiſe in ſome ſort 


this hideous Article, FJanſenius's Diſciples 


diſtinguiſh two ſorts ot Neceſlity ; one Ne- 
ceflity which is permanent and natural ; and 
another Neceflity that is but tranſient, or fur 
the time being. Man, ſay they, would not 
have Liberty, if he were always, and thro? 
his State, determined to Good, or always 
determined to Evil; but fince in this World 
he is one While determined to Good thro? 
Grace, and another while determined to Evil 
thro' Concupiſcence ; this ſort of alternate 
Neceflity does not hinder him from acting 
freely, meriting by doing Well, and deme- 
riting by doing Evil. 


L. Altho' Mankind, here on Earth, be not 


always determined to Good, or always de- 
termined to Evil; yet *tis always true, that 
he never does Good or Evil of his own 
Choice. If he do Well, it is becauſe a 
Grace, which he cannot reſiſt, puts him un- 
der a neceſſity of doing fo; if he do Evil, 
tis becauſe Grace has forſaken him, and left 
him to the Mercy of his own Coucupiſ- 
cence, deſtitute of Means to withſtand its 
Impulſe: Now doing Evil in this manner 
without Choice, and by Neceſſity, how oo 
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he be accounted a Criminal, and what Pu- 
niſhment can he deſerve? 

D. Such a Perſon notwithſtanding, in 
Janſenius's Syſtem, ought to account himſelf 
Criminal and deſerving no leſs than Hell, for 
that God is not obliged to give him his 
Grace. 

L. Tis true, God is not obliged to give 
vs his Grace; but he ought alſo not to re- 
quire of us what we can't do without it. 
D. God, ſays Fanſenius, would give Man 
his Grace, had he not made himſelf unwor- 


thy of it, ; 


L. But this Perſon that ſins for want of 
Grace, is frequently, as you fay, a juſt Man, 
whom God abandons, without his having 
committed the leaſt Fault. 

D. In Fanſenius's Syſtem Gdd forſakes 
him, to make him ſenſible of his own Weak- 
nels. | 

L. Very well! that God ſhou'd require 
of 2 juſt Perſon that fins, a fincere Acknow- 
ledgment of his Weakneſs ; but he can't re- 
quire of him alſo to own himſelf in Fault, 
for having done what was not in his Power 
to avoid. Tis a great Weakneſs, and ex- 
tream Miſery, to want Power to keep God's 
Law; but in that caſe there can be no Sin 
nor Fault in breaking it. 

D. This Unableneſs to keep the Law, and 
the Violation that follows upon it, are juſtly 
laid to our Charge, according to Fanſenrns, 
as the Effects of the Sin of Adam, which we 
contracted at our Birth. 


L. This 
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L. This is what I can't underſtand, 
D. 'Tis indeed unintelligible; for how can 
God impute to me, and puniſh me as if I per- 


ſonally ſinn'd, for an Action to which I was 
neceflitated without any manner of Choice? 


I violate the Law 'tis true; but I am abſo- 
lutely under an Incapacity of keeping it. 
This [ncapacity is indeed in me the eff: d of 
Adam's Sin, which involy'd all his Children 
in the Crime; but this Sin of Adam is the 
Sin of our fitſt Parent, a Sin I contracted at 
my Birth, not what | committed by my own 
Choice; 'tis not then in my own. Choice 
that | find my felt unable to keep the Law. 
am therefore no more in fault when [ 
break it, than when I am Sick, or fall into 
the other Miſeries of Life, which are the 
neceſſary Conſequences of Original Sin. 

In the ſecond place, we are here talking 
of a juſt Perſon that God leaves without 
Grace, under a Neceflity of breaking the 
Law; aud whom, in Conſequence thereof, 
he condemns. to eternal Puniſhment for not 
having kept it. Tis a juſt Perſon ; fo he 
muſt have been baptiz'd, and waſh'd from 
Original Sin. A juſt Perſon! one that loves 
God, aud is loved by him; and, even at this 
very time, God requires of him what he 
can't do, and damns him for not doing it, 
and this is the God of Janſenius's making. 
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Janſenius's Doctrine about Grace makes 
God viſibly unjuſt. 


L. The God of Janſenius's Making ſeems 
very unjuſt. 

D. So unjuſt, that a Chriſtian, tho? ne- 
ver ſo great a Criminal, cited before his Tri- 
bunal, and reaſoning upon Janſenius's Prin- 
ciples, may put him to Confuſion, *Tis 
true, he'll reply to God, | have done all you 
lay to my Charge; but you know, my God, 
I did it thro? an inevitable Neceſſity. You 
did it becauſe you would do it? I own I 
did ſo, but could I avoid willing to do ſo ? 
My Concupiſcence inclin'd me continually 
to Evil, and J could not reſiſt it, without the 
help of your Grace, and this Grace, my God, 
you would not give me. For fince the Fall 
of Adam you give no other Grace to Man 
than ſuch as is victorious ; Grace of this ſort 
has not fallen to my ſhare for the obſerving 
of your Law, for I have broke it. Nay, 
my God, I had not ſo much as Power to 
ask this Grace of you ; for which way could 
| ask without the Grace of Prayer ; and this 
Grace of Prayer was alſo wanting to me, 
ſince in fact 1 did not pray. 

Was | bound to give you Grace? Yes, 
Lord, I preſume ſo, fince you gave me 
Commandments that were impoſſible for me 
to keep without it, I refuſed it you, becauſe 


you ſinned in Adam: He render'd both 
himſelf, and all his Poſterity, unworthy of 


it, 
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it. The Sin of my firſt Parent which I con- 
tracted at my Birth, you, Lord, had for- 
given me in Baptiſm. I then became inno- 
cent in your Eyes; have I done any thing 
fince to make me Guilty, not having been 
Maſter of one fingle Action ſince that time. 

| Had you not indeed granted me the Grace 
of Baptiſm, you then, my God, might fuir- 
ly charge me with the Sin of Adam, and 
deal with me as the Son of a rebellious Fa- 
ther; but can you revile me in Matters, 
where | had no Choice, as if | were perſonal- 
ly a Sinner? Can you treat me as if I my ſelf 
were the Rebel againſt you? 

am your Sovereign, and have Power to 
uſe you as I think fit. Tis true, Lord, you 
are my Sovereign, and the Sovereign of all 
Creatures; but ſtill a Sovereign full of Wiſ- 
dom, Equity and Goodneſs: How then 
ſhould you require of me what | can't per- 
form, and rack me with Torments for not 

doing it? 
I. Can People maintain Opinions fo vi- 
ſibly Impious and Unreaſonable! No body 
ſure, but a Madman or a Tyrant, can com- 
mand things to be done, which, to his own 
Knowledge, are impoſſible. 

D. So thought, indeed, the Learned Car- 
dinal Hezius that preſided at the Council of 
Trent, and goes on; but for xs (ſays he) le: 
us ſay with St. Auſtin, that God who is juſt 
could not command us any thing impoſſible; 
nor won'd his Goodneſs ſuffer him to damn any 
Mun for doing what be could not avoid. 

L. Nay, 
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L. Nay, to what purpoſe ſhould God in 
the Scripture be continually exhorting Sin- 
ners to Repentance: Why does he threaten 
them to ſuch a degree in caſe of their Non- 
Converſion, fince they cannot be converted 
without Grace, and they have no way poſſi- 
ble to get this Grace? 

D. Theſe: Exhortations and Threatnings 
which the. Scripture abounds with, are in 
effect altogether uſeleſs, in Janſeniuss Syſtem: 
Firſt, uſeleſs for thoſe who have not Grace, 
and who for waiit of it have not Power to 
repent; and ſecondly, for ſuch as have Grace, 
and having it cannot do otherwiſe. Theſe 
Exhortations then, and Menaces, can no 
longer be looked upon, in Farſex:ns's Syſtem, 
but as a ſort of Farce; a cruel wicked Plea- 
ſure that God Almighty takes, juſt as a Ty- 
rant that ſhou'd bid People tun after he had 
cut off their Legs. 

L. ls not God aſhamed of the Hardſhips 
he lays upon Sinners, and has not he a mind 
to conceal from them the want of Power to 
do good under which he leaves them, by 
exhprting them to Repentance ? 

D. Indeed, when God ſays iu the Scrip- 
ture, that, condemning the Sinner to ever- 
laſting Puniſhment, he ſhall laugh at him, 
and inſult over his Misfortune, * ego quegue 
in interritu veſtro ridebo & ſubſannabo, he 
juſtifies his ConduQ in this regard, that * 
.. ; call 
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call'd the Sinner, and the Sinner refuſed. to 
obey his Voice, vocavi and renuiſtis: If God 
would give only to underſtand thereby, that 
he has ſpoken to the Sinner by the Voice 
ot the Scripture and Preachers, without gi- 
ving him Grace, this does not juſtifie his 
infulting over this Man's Misfortune ; ſince, 
without Grace, the Sinner cou'd not avoid it; 
if God would intimate, that he had ſpoken 
to the Sinner's Heart by his Grace, and the 
Sinner had reſiſted it; this, according to Far- 
ſenius, is a Fiction. x 

L. *Tisto be wonder'd at that ſuch ſtrange 
Impieties ſhou'd find People to defend them. 

D. People many times declare for an Opi- 
pinion, before they examine it througbly ; 
and when they are once engaged, a Party- 
Spirit throws Duſt before their Eyes, and 
they ſee nothing afterwards but what favours 
their own Notion. Beſides ; this Doctrine, 
which ane way creates ſo much Horror in 
the Idea it gives us of God; on the other 
fide is agreeable enough to Nature: In ſhort, 
fix but Faxſenmrzss Principle, that ſince Adam's 
Fall we commit no Evil but thro' an indiſ- 
penſable Neceſſity, tis natural to conclude 
we do not Sin by ſo doing. Lilereupon Peo- 
ple may peaceably give themſelves up to the 
greateſt Diſorders, and moſt ſhameful Extra- 
vagancies, and quietly ſet down by it as 
the Will of God, ſabmitting, as we do in 
the loſs of Temporal Goods, What we do 
(fay they) cannot be imputedtous as a Crime 
by a God full of Goodneſs and Equity, the 


Evil 
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Evil therefore that I do is only Evil in ap- 
pearance; *tis the effect of an abſolute Power 
that God exerciſes over me, and l reſign my 
ſelt with all Submiſſion to the Weakneſſes 
that he lets me yield to. 


Janſenius's Doctrine about Grace leads to 
Quietiſm. 


D. Nay, 'tis eaſie paſſing from Fanſeni/nz 


to Quieti/m, This followed it cloſe in the 


Church, juſt as that under another Name 


trod upon the Heels of Latheraniſimn. Fan- 


ſenins's Diſciples beheld the Diſciples of Mo- 


linos ariſe amongſt them, and doubtleſs for 


this reaſon that one and t'other found at Rowe 
the ſame Friends, the ſame Protectors, and 
the ſame Adverſaries, A Quietiſi is properly 
ſpeaking a Janſeniſt, that drawing fair Con- 
ſequences from his Maſter's Principles about 
the Neceflity of doing ill, concludes that he 
himſelf does not Sin by doing it, and ſo a- 
bandons himſelf without the leaſt Diſturbance 
to the moſt frightful Diſorders. | 

L. When a Janſeniſt, purſuant intirely to 
his Maſter's D.-Frine, comes to be per- 
ſwaded, both that he is compelled to do 
Evil, and that he Sins notwithſtanding, will 


his Life be much leſs liable to Diſorders, 


if he examines his own Principles to the Bot- 
tom! 


L. This, under Favodr, is downright Quie- 
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20 Familiar Inſtruktions about 
D. Not at all; for how can he reproach 


himſelf with his paſt Sins, what Remorſe or 


Uneafineſs can he have about them? How 
can a Man, in Janſenius's Principles, expound 
thoſe Words of our Saviour, zherr Worm ne- 
ver dies; this Worm, that is for ever gnaw- 
ing the Damn'd, is this eternal Refte&ion: 


It was in my Power to have been infinitely 


happy; but alas! I am infinitely miſerable. 
Beſides, can one ask Pardon of God ſeriouſly 
for doing what we could not avoid? Can 
one promiſe ſeriouſly to do no more, what 
is never to be in our Choice, to do or not 
to do? A Sinner, in Janſenius's Syſtem, may 
well lament his Weakneſs, and complain of 
his Misfortune, that. he is under a Neceſſity 
of Sinning, but he cannot ſay I did ill to 


2 break the Law, and l am reſolved to break 


it no more: This is, as if he ſhonld ſay, I 
did il] to ſubmit hitherto to the Miſeries of 
Life, and J am reſolved abſolutely to get 
rid of them for the future; here then is all 
the Contrition Janſenius can require of a 
Sinner. I am very ſorry (O my God) to 
have been ſo often under the Neceflity of 
breaking your Commandments, and | wiſh 
that your Grace rather had forc'd me to 
keep them: I am firmly reſolv'd to keep 
them, if you neceſſitate me to it by your 
Grace ; and [ wiſh with alt my Heart you 
would impoſe upon me that happy Com- 
pulfion.

D. And ſo much the ſofter, for that, if 


the Perſon be Fanſeniſt, he takes it from the 


Principles of his Religion; for this it is that 
inclines him to remain quiet and refign'd to 
what God pleaſes in the matter of Sin, ex- 
pecting his Grace, as People in Sickneſs ought 
to reſign themſelves in expeQation of Health.

ask now, how I can love God with my 
whole Heart, having good Reaſon to be 
under an Incertainty, whether he would have 
me ſav'd, or has created me abſolutely with- 
out the Power to avoid Sin, God may in- 
deed have created me to be eternally Happy, 
and ſuppoſing he has ſo, I owe him infinite 
Obligations ; but if he created me only to 


leave me under a Neceſſity of Offending 


him, ſhould it not ſeem, that by creating me 
he has done me, without Compariſon, a 
much greater Injury than Good.

According to Mr. Arzaxld, 'tis not to be 
believ'd without Hereſy, that in St. Auſtin's 
Books there can be any Errors or Propofiti- 
ons that deſerve Cenſure, becauſethe Church 
has judg'd them to be without Exception; 
theretore 'tis not to be believ'd alſo without 
Hereſy, that Fanſeniuss Book is free from 
Errors, becaule the Church has judg'd it Er- 
toneous: Tis then a Matter of Faith, ac- 
cording to Mr. Arnauld, to believe that Jan- 
ſenins's Book contains Heretical Doctrine, 
ever ſince the Church has ſo judg'd: And 
conſequently 'tis a Matter of Faith, accord- 
ing to the ſame Mr, Arnauld, that the Church 
cannot he deceiv'd in her Judgment of Books 
any more than when ſhe Judges of Propoli- 
ions. |

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Holy See, without renouncing the Opini— 
ons we know he had in regard of it; his 
Submiſſion is fraudulent, and he has only 
added Dilingenuity to his Error and Diſo- 
bedience. 
But leaving to God's Judgment the Know- 
ledge of what Opinions Fanſenius died in, 
we may be certain, that during his Life, he, 


as well as St. Oran, believ'd the Modern 


Church tainted in its Doctrine. | was there- 
fore in the right to tell you, that their Diſ. 
ciples, by maintaining Articles, ſhe had evi- 
deatly condemn'd, tollow'd in this, as well 
as the reſt, the Footſteps of their firſt Ma- 
(ters. 


L. But what Charms can their Doctrine 


have to draw People to it, even in deſpite 
of the Church's Authority? Their Doctrine 
about Predeſtination and Grace ſhocks Rea- 
ſon, and evidently overthrows all the No- 
tions we have of the Juſtice and Goodneſs 
of God. Were theſe Gentlemen Libertines 
by Profeſſion, I ſhould ſay they fought to 
countenance their Crimes by their Opinions; 
but tho' the greateſt Part amongſt thein is 
tar from being very reform'd, as they would 
appear, yet generally they are not diſſolute 
Perſons; nay,many are outwardly of avery 


_ edifying Behaviour. 


D. What you affirm of Fanſenius's Diſ- 
ciples, may be ſaid alſo of many of the firſt 
Diſciples of Calvin, and yet they forſook 
the Church to follow that Arch-Heretick, 


whoſe Doctrine abou: Liberty, Predeſtina- 


tion 
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tion and Grace, was in the Bottom the ſame 
With that of Janſenius. 


What Janſenius agrees with Calvin in, 
about Predeſtination and Grace and 
in what he differs from him. 


L. This is a new Surprize upon me, that 
Fanſenius's Diſciples ſhould quit the Church's 
Authority to embrace the Doctrine of Cal. 
vin. 

D. Fanſenins and Calvin don't ſpeak en- 
tirely the ſame Diale&t ; nay, they differ 
ſomething in the Subſtance of their Doctrine. 
For Inſtance, Calvin and Janſenius teach, 
that Grace compels us to Good, and in the 
abſence of it, Concupiſence compels us to 
Evil; but Calvin infers from hence, that we 
have no Liberty. | 

L. The lnference is very good. 

DO. Janſenius thought this too hard, and 
choſe tather to maintain, that we are Free 
even whilſt we act by Neceſſity: And this 
is the Reaſon why St. Cyran ſaid of Calvin, 
Bene ſenſit, male Locutus eſt, 

L. If the Calviniſts were only blamable 
for explaining themſelves ill, they ought to 
have been commanded to explain themſelves 
better, and not have been turn'd out of the 
Church. 

D. The Council of Trent was indeed in 
the wrong, in St. Cyran's Opinion. Fax/e- 
aiug has allo made ſome Alteration. in the 

_ Subſtance 
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Subſtance of Calvin's DoQrine. This lat- 
ter pretends, that all God's Commandments 
are impoſſible, even to juſt Perſons, becauſe 
the juſt Perſon does not obſetve any one of 
them without ſinning. 


L. If the Juſt Perſon is always ſinning 
how is he Juſt? 


D. Hear Calvin's whole Syſtem: Man, 


according to him, in the beſt of his Actions 
has a ſpice of Concupiſence, and ſo violates 
that Commandment of God, Thou ſhalt nor 
Cover, and really fins. But God, of his in- 
finite Mercy, does not impute this Sin to 
the Predeſtinate. 

Here then (according to Calvin) is a 
Command in general, which preſſes on every 
Action of ones Life, and cannot. be com- 
plicd with in any one; whence it follows, 
that a Man of the greateſt Sanctity does no 
one Action, not even obſerves the Law, 
withont Sin. FJanſenius leaves Calvin here; 
but teaches with him, that every Man, whe- 
ther Juſt, or Sinner, that breaks any of God's 
Commandments in particular, tho' he be ne- 
ceſſitated to Evil by Concupiſcence, and 
wants the Grace that is abſolutely neceſſary 
for him to make Reſiſtance with, ſins not— 
withſtanding by breaking the Commandment. 
Thus in Fanſenins's Syltem, Man keeps 
God's Commandments without ſinning: But 
when he does not keep them, he wants that 
Grace that makes the keeping of them poſ- 
fible to him, and yet fins by breaking them. 


L. And 
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L. And is this Sin laid at his Door? 

D. Doubtleſs; and it he dies without 
Repentance for it, he will be puniſh'd in 
Hell eternally. | 

L Fanſenins only lops off from Calvin's 
Doctrine what is lealt Odious, viz. a Sin 
unavoidable, but not laid to our Charge by. 
God. What ſhocks me moſt, and what [ 
can never reconcile with the Notion of a 
God, infinitely Good and Juſt, is a Com- 
mandment that is impoſſible for me to keep; 
and that I mult be Damn'd eternally if I do 


Not. 


D. Tis what ſhock'd the Council of Trent 
alſo, ind occation'd the follow- 

Sel. 6. ing Decree: Whoſocever affirms, 
Can. 18. that Man, even when juſtified; 
and in the State of Grace, cannot 
keep the Commandments of God, let him be 
ee Anathema. Let no one (ſays the 
Chap. 11. Council) «ſe ſuch temerartont 

. Horas, and anathematis'd by the 
Fathers, that God's Commandments are 1mpoſſi- 
ble to a Fuſt Perſon. For God commands no- 
thing impoſſible; but when hs commands any 
thing, he puts you in mind of duing what you 
can, and of aiking what you cannot, and help. 
eu, to the end you may be able. 

L. I don't wonder theſe Gentlemen rejeQ 
the Council of Treut, that declares ſo ex- 
preſly no Precept impoſſible to a Juſt Perſon, 
But does Fanſenins ſoften Calvin's Docttine 
no way but this? 

D. Yes. 
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D. Yes. He endeavours to ſoften it alſo 
concerning Chrift's Death for Man. He a- 
grees with Calvin, that Jeſus Chriſt died for 
the Eternal Salvation of the Predeſtinate 
only ; but allows what Calviz did not, that 
Jeſus Chriſt died alſo for ſome of the Re- 
probate, tho' he did not die for their Salva- 
tion, nor can they be ſav'd. 

L. But what does Chriſt's Death avail the 
Reprobate, if they can't be ſav'd? 

D. They receive Baptiſm, they keep God's 
Commandments for a time, thro” the Grace 
Chriſt has merited for 'em, and when this 
Grace is at an end, God gives them no 
more, and ſu they Sin and are damn'd. The 
Reprobate had once the Advantage of being 
Juſt, and this is the Fruit of Chriſt's 
Death, 

L. Are theſe Reprobates really Juſt? 

D. In Calvin's Syſtem they are only ſa 
in Appearance; and tho' they partake the 
outward Signs of the Sacraments, Chriſt's 
Merits are never applied to them. In Fan- 

ſenius's Syſtem theſe Reprobates are really 
juſtified by Baptiſm, keep really God's Law, 
live in Innocence, love God, are belov'd of 
God, and in ſhort are juſt. + 
L. How then does God abandon them, 
without their doing any thing to render them 
unworthy of his Goodneſs? How does he, 
whilſt they (till Love him, treat 'em all of 
a ſudden like Enemies, driving them to the 
Neceflity of finning and being damn'd, by 
withdrawing his Grace? 
D. Why, 
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D. Why, ſays Fanfenins, the Time of 
Grace for them is expit'd. 

L. 1 conceive well enough that the Time 
of Grace may be expir'd for a Sinner who 
has long abus'd it, But that God ſhould 
have no more Grace in ſtore for one that 
has been always Faithful to him, for one 
that loves him, and is lov'd by him ; and 
ſhould as it were in cold Blood, look on 
and ſee him Damn himſelf for ever, with- 
out giving him the neceſlary Helps for Sal- 
vation, is what | cannot comprehend, and 
pr ſeems to me altogether unworthy ct 

od. 

D. God's Deportment in regard of theſe 
Reprobates, is the effect of Original Sin, 
Which veſted him in a Right to hate them 
for all Eternity, 'Tis (till a Favour' that 
God does 'em, to rank 'em in the Numbcc 
of his Friends for ſome time. 

L. I underſtand you: God in Baptiſm 


remits unto theſe Reprobates Original Sin, 


or rather remits it only for a Time. This 
is as if he ſhould tell them, I have Right to 
hate you for the Sin of your Firſt Parent, 
and am contented to quit this Right for ten, 
twenty, or thirty Years; during this Time 
you ſhall be of the Number of my Children, 
and | will love you; but theſe being over, 
I will reſume my Right, then I will refuſe 
you my Grace; and you not being able to 
abſtain from doing ill, I will damn you for 
it. Again, I ſay nothing ſeems more un- 
worthy of God than this way of dealing, 


and 
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and the Heart muſt be the worſt in the 
World to faſten ſuch Sentiments upon 


him. 


D. St. Auſtin was none of theſe; who 
affirms, that + God abandons none but them he 
is abandin'd by: Who ſays to God, * No 
one looſes thee, but he that forſakes thee, And 
this is what the Council of Trext fairly de- 
clared in theſe Terms; + God does not aban- 


din ſuch as he has once juſtified thro his Grace, 


if they do not abandon him firſt. 

To conclude, this is all the difference 
Janſenius has made between his Doctrine 
and Calvin's, in regard of the Five Propoſi- 
tions. 

L. He had done as well, if he had made 
no difference at all: For I find leſs difficul- 
ty to maintain with Calvin, that Man is no 
longer Free, than to hold with Jauſenius 
that Man is Free, when acting by Neceſſity: 
I ſhould rather ſay with Calvin, that Jeſus 
Chriſt did not die at all for the Reprobate; 
than to conſider God taking foine into Fa- 
vour, to forſake 'em afterwards without 
wr Cauſe, and without any Fault on their 

de, 

But to return to the Queſtion I asked you, 
what could induce Fanſenins's Diſciples to 
hold a DoArine ſo horrible in it ſelf, and 
anathematis'd in their Maſter's Book, and 
in Calvin's?

D. All the Janſeniſts, who are 'any ways 
well meaning, ground themſelves upon the 
pretended Authority of St. Az/tiz, and thus 
they reaſon upon it. Funſenas teaches no- 
thing about Predeſtination and Grace, but 
the pure Doctrine of St. Arſtin: now the 
Church heretofore has adopted St. Auſtin's 
DoQrine about Predeſtination and Grace for 
her own; 'tis therefore the Doctrine of the 
Church that we maintain, by defending Fax. 
ſentzs upon this Point. 

L. Who can aſſute them, that Janſeniut 
underſtood St. Aaſtin's Doctrine right? 

D. Beſides Fanſenius's own Words for it, 
they have Viclef, Lutber, Calvin, and their 


Diſciples for Vouchers of the ſame. For 
theſe Sectaries pretended to have made the 


ſame Diſcoveries in St. Auſtin, as Janſeni- 
as pretends to have made, and the Paſſa- 
ges they cited out of that Father to this 

Purpoſe, 


* 
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Purpoſe, are the ſame the Biſhop of Tpres 
produces in his Works, as is demonſtrated 
in the Book, call'd, The Hereſie of Fauſe- 
»iſm, But all Catholick Divines have fully 


vindicated this Holy Doctor from the Ca- 


lnmny laid upon him: And the French 
Clergy in the Formulary they drew up for 


the Condemnation of Jauſenius's Doctrine, 


and which the Sorbon ſubſcribes to, even 
to this Day, does expreſly declare, That the 
Doctrine of the Five Propoſitions is not St. 
Auſtin's Doctrine, which Janſenius has ex- 
pounded wron 

this Holy Dev. 

L. Fanſenius's Diſciples ſhould hereupon 
at leaſt queſtion his right Underſtanding of 
St. Auſtin. 

D. Altho' moſt of them have neither read 
Janſenius nor St. Auſtin, they had rather 
encounter all the Anathema's of the Church, 
than believe with all Catholick Divines, and 
the Clergy of France, that the Biſhop of T- 
pres did not well underſtand St. Auſtin's Do- 
Arine about Grace. | 

L. That is as much as to ſay, that theſe 
Gentlemen allow Fanſenius a ſure Light 
for the underſtanding St. Auſtin, at the ſame 
time that they queſtion the Church's under- 
ſtauding Janſenius. 

D. 10 make the Church in ſome meaſure 
amends for what they take from her when 
ſhe judges ofi/true Senſe of Farſenius, they 
are forc'd to grant it her when ſhe judges of 
the true Senſe of St. Auſtin. For altho?

, and contrary to the Senſe of 
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Fanſenius had certainly taught the true Do- 
Qrine of St. Auſtin, yet this would not be a 
ſufficient Ground for them to maintain it as 
the Catholick Docttine, were it not alſo 
ſure the Church had declar'd his DoQrine 
her own. Now how can they be ſure the 
Church has made this DoQrine her own, if 
ſhe can be deceived in expounding St. Auſtin? 
Who knows, (ſay we to theſe Gentlemen) 
whether or no the Church has not miſtaken 
St. Auſtin's DoQrine for what was not his 
Dodarine, as ſhe miſtook (according to you) 
that for Janſenius's Doctrine which he never 
taught ? They mult therefore allow the 
Church, when it approves St. Auſtin's Do- 
Qrine, the ſame Lights they refuſe her when 
ſhe condemns Farſenrus. 

L. This is a groſs ContradiQion. 

D. The Contradiction ſubfiſts no longer, 
the Moment we diſtinguiſh with St. Cyran 
two Churches; the Primitive, which was 
the Spouſe of the Holy Ghoſt ; and Modern, 
which for five Hundred Years has been a 
Proſtitute to Error. But without this Far 
ſenius's Diſciples will never get out of the 
Nooſe. The Church (ſay we) has pro- 
nounced Sentence againſt the Doctrine of 


Janſenins. Was this preciſely thro' an Error | 
in Faq, and for want of Underſtanding 


him? Agree theu that the Church might ap-

You are not therefore certain, that St. 


Auſtin's Doctrine is really avow'd by the

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Church: Why then do you preach it up as 
the ſole Catholick Doctrine? If the Church 


well undetſtood Fanſenius's Doctrine, and 


thro' an Error of Right condemn'd it wrong-
